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GREAT EUROPEAN MARES 



WHAT FREECUTTER AND HIS STABLEMATES EFFECTED IN BEHALF 
OF GEORGE J. LONG IN THE RACING OF LAST YEAR 



George J. Long’s useful colt Freecutter won nearly half of the modest earnings of liis stable in the 
racing of 101 S. He did not, as it was hoped he would, prove up to the high measure of Derby form. 
At that he ran a l»etter than average race when he finished a good third to Johreu and Exterminator in 
the Lntonia Derby and ran Exterminator to a half length for second place. He was at his best at the 
two Louisville fall meetings, when he won three fast-run races consecutively, starting with the Douglas 
Park Inaugural Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth in 1:45% and defeating Bribed Voter, Faux-Col and 
Reaverkill. He should make a good handicap horse this year in the light to middleweight division. Of 
the other winning horses his two-year-olds Iaincelot. Wyndover, Retta R. and Caeambo each returned 
more than $1,000 in money won, but Ocean Sweep, which was an extra good filly in 1917, was out of 
form and not able to win a race. His stable record was:

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BOWIE ATTENDANCE CONTINUES LARGE LATEST NEWS OF LOUISVILLE TRACKS 



Racing Careers of Sceptre, La 

Camargo, Kincsem and Others. 

» - . .. 

Lilian and Henry Savile Betting 
Coups — Ormonde’s Dam and 
Her Endurance. 




Continuing liis wonderfully interesting comments 
about the racing of notable Euroitean mares Audnx 
in Horse and Hound writes: 

“Sceptre, whooe price of $52,000, given by Mr. 
Sievier, has never been equaled by any other year- 
ling. holds tile world’s record among her sex so far 
ns the amount of her winnings is concerned. Bred 
by file late Duke of Westminster and foaled on 
April 9. 1899. she won $201,985. The mare to win 
the largest sum on the Continent of Europe was I^i 
Camargo, this being $157,245, and the celebrated 
Kincsem. a chestnut daughter of Cambuscan Water 
Nymph, bred by E. Rlascovitz in 1874 in Hungary, 
was never lien ten, winning fifty-four races, in- 
cluding one in this country, the Goodwood Cup of 
two and one-half miles in 1875; wherein Mr. Blas- 
covitz’ Kincsem, four years. Hit por.nds. ridden far 
from artistically by Madden, won by two lengths 
from Fred (irel ton's Pageant, aged. 127 isiunds 
Cl’om Cannon I, witli Lord Falmouth’s Lady ISo- 
lightly, four years, 119 issinds (F. Archer) a had 
Jhird. The betting was 5 to 4 against Pageant, 
2 to 1 Lady Coliglitly and 5 to 2 the winner. Kiuc- 
sem won all her races except two easily, and cap- 
tured in stakes slightly over $100,000. Another great 
mare was the French-bred Plaisanterie, which, only 
running as a two and three-year-old. won sixteen 
out of the eighteen races she contested, and in her 
two failures only got lieaten by a short head each 
time. At file Tattersall Francais, on September 1. 
1883. Thomas Carter bought Plaisanterie for $155. 
as tile filly then had a swelling which looked like 
a tumor on one of her legs. Some six weeks later, 
having broken and tested her, (tarter showed the 
filly to one of his patrons, H. Bouy, who was suf- 
ficiently impressed with her merits to be willing 
to give quite a big sum for half a share in her. 
Carter, however, said lie would agree to go halves 
on payment of $75, which was generous, and thus 
they formed a partnership in Plaisanterie, destined 
to prove one of the best mares of her time. Site 
won both the Cesarewiteh and Cambridgeshire of 
1835. and after she had easily secured the second 
of these races, carrying 121 pounds, my father wrote 
that lie considered her worthy to rank with Melton 
and Paradox, the two crack English tliree-year-olds 
of that year. She never ran again, and after Mr. 
Bony’s death Sir Tat tun Sykes purchased her in 
France for $11,500. The mare’s first produce. Child- 
wick. a brown son by St. Simon, was bought as a 
yearling at Doncaster in 1891 by the then Blundell 
Maple for $31,200. this being the record price up to 
that date for a horse of liis age in Europe. In all. 
Sir Tatton sold six yearlings out of Plaisanterie for 
$90,200. a fine return for his original outlay, and 
she was shot at Sledtnere in August of 1900. 

GREAT PROWESS OF OLD LILIAN. 

“The bay Lilian, which ran the greatest number 
of times, was bred by her owner, Henry Savile, 
and although run generally in blinkers was game 
enough; but after her four-year-old days would n°ver 
win a gallop at home. Having been tried by Wil- 
liam Gilbert a thorough stayer in the summer of her 
three-year-old career, it was first intended to re- 
serve Lilian for the Cesarewiteh of 1872, hut instead 
Mr. Savile entered her in the Eccentric Free Handi- 
cap on its inauguration at Lewes on Saturday, Aug- 
ust 10. 1872, a race oi»en only to supposed non- 
stuyers. being over one mile and one-quarter. 

Weighted at 97 pounds and ridden by ‘Billy’ New- 

house, tlie daughter of Wingrave was backed down 
to 5 to 4 against four others, and cantered home 
five lengths ahead of Knutsford, a five-year-old that 
was trying to give her twenty pounds. Mr. Savile 
won just under $95,000 in bets over the filly on 

this race, which was worth only $250, and he also 

won a large bet — I forget the exact amount — by 
backing Lilian to win twenty races in one season, 
which fact she duly accomplished in 1874, included 
among the number being no fewer than seventeen 
Queen’s Plates. A heavy liettor if he really fancied 
one of liis horses. Mr. Savile was, however, a large 
loser by betting on balance, a fact which I know 
from liis relative, the present Lord Savile. who has 
all his old betting hooks at Rufford Abbey. It was 
the fear of Prince Charlie which prevented Mr. 
Savile winning a large stake over C’remorne when 
this high-class horse won the Derby of 1872. but 
lie never stopped betting on him — to use a racing 
idiom — for the Gold Cup at Ascot tiie following 
year, having tried the sou of Parmesan to he a 
veritable champion over a long distance of ground 
witli Lilian and Chian, both of the same age. the 
last named, which easily won the Ascot Stakes of 
1873. carrying 110 pounds, being at least twenty- 
eight pounds worse Ilian Creinornc, in a gallop the 
trio had over the two middle miles at Newmarket, 
which finishes at the bushes. 

LILY AGNES AND LOUISE VICTORIA. 

“I may just mention that in 1874 Lilian ran thirty- 
two times and won on twenty-one occasions. This 
was the number of races Lily Agues, dam of the 
renowned and unbeaten Ormonde, won during iier 
career of four years on the turf. Counting walks- 
over (as in those days a horse doing so hud to 
compass the entire course), Lilian traversed in her 
various races no less than 199 miles three-quarters 
and eighty-one yards. During 1874 she ran seventy- 
two miles one half and forty-eight yards, a rare 
task in one season. Lily Agnes in all went fifty- 
seven miles three-eighths and 132 yards, and that 
grand mare Louise Victoria covered forty-six mill's 
one-quarter and fi ft v- seven yards in her various 
races. This chestnut sister to the heavy-shouldered 
Derby winner George Frederick was, like him, bred 
by that fine old west country sportsman W. S. 
Cartwright, and did not run as a two-year-old. 
Indeed, the first time she appeared in liis ‘scarlet, 
black cap’ was for the Oaks, being made favorite 
at 5 to 2. but despite all the efforts of her power- 
ful rider, Harry (distance, she failed by half a 
length to defeat the nearly equally well fancied 
Mr. Lefevre’s Reine (George Fordham), which in 
her only previous race that season had won the One 
Thousand Guineas, having got no nearer than third 
each time for tiie two races she ran in 1871, both 
being maiden plates at the Newmarket Houghton 
week, as a two-.vear-old. Louise Victoria, 1 may 
add. mu five times subsequently without winning 
in 1872. her first success being gained when, carry- 
ing 97 iKiuuds, and ridden by llarry Constable, she

In speaking of 
the horses at Belmont Park he said they were a 
mighty fine gathering as a whole and that Wil- 
liam Karrick lias a string to be envied. "If Sweep 
On has improved as mueii in speed and endurance as 
lie has in looks he is going to be hard to beat this 
year,” said Mr. Healey. “He is surely a grand 
looker and so are tiie two fillies Terentia and Elfin 
Queen. I think Warrick lias tiie best hand of horses 
lie ever had in liis life. They all look like winners. 

“My horses are doing well, and I have some fine 
young horses, but one cannot toll yet what they 
will do when they get to racing. One thing 
Mr. Wilson will have is a good rider, as lie has sec- 
ond call on Buddy Ensor, and lie is surely a race 
rider of the first class. It is improbable the stable 
will star anything before the Pimlico meeting.” 



W. KNAPP TO RIDE FOR H. P. WHITNEY 



NEW YORK, N. Y., April 10. — Jockey W. Knapp 
lias signed to ride for H. P. Whitney and will 
possibly don the colors at Pimlico if Mr. Rowe 
decides to send any horses there for the stakes. 
Knapp will la' first jockey for tiie stable to ride 
in the longer races. Rescue Troxler is now doing 
tiie work at Bowie since the death of Frank 
Robinson.

LEXINGTON, Ky.. April 10. — Judge William H. 
Shelley, coming directly from Havana, arrived in 
I<exington this morning and entered upon liis duties 
as racing secretary of the Kentucky Association’s 
spring meeting, which is to o|»en this day two weeks. 
Secretary Shelley brought with him ready for the 
printer, with tiie exception of a few minor changes, 
a draft of tiie program for tiie entire thirteen days’ 
racing, and the book, containing conditions of the 
ninety-one races, six of which are stakes, will he 
ready for distribution early next week. 

The purses here are to average $800, hut tiie 
smallest is to be $700. from which they will range 
to $1,200. Judge Shelley hud a busy winter in 
Cuba and is well satisfied with liis experience as 
a raring official at Oriental Park. “It’s a great 
place,” said lie. "I never saw a more beautiful 
racing plant. II. I). Brown has worked wonders in 
building and maintaining Oriental Park.” 

Before tiie rain this morning a number of horses 
worked over the Kentucky Association course. Frog- 
town, in company witli Kate Adams and B. B. 
Johnson, ran three-quarters in 1:10%; Stoekwell 
went a mile in 1:49'/-,; St. Augustine, mile in 
1:40; Loyalist, mile in 1:47; Kedtnon, mile in 1:54; 
Huntermanii, five-eighths in 1:03; Serbian and Re- 
gain, five-eighths in 1:09; Delico, mile in 1:52; Big 
Smoke, three-quarters in 1:17%; Friz, half in 53, 
and Col. Taylor, half in 51. Several two-year-olds 
worked three-eighths from 36% to 37.

On 
the re|N>rt of the license committee jockey licenses 
were granted to J. Loftus and L. Lyke, tiie licenses 
to date from May 1, 1919. 

The application of J. B. Dunn for a trainer’s li- 
cense was denied. Tiie applications of William 
Doyle, E. Smith, W. E. Dunkinson and W. A. 
Mondane for jockey licenses were laid on the table. 
The refusal of the entries of Thomas McElro.v was 
continued. The application of B. Travers for a 
trainer’s license was denied, anil the suspension 
of jockey S. MeGraw and G. Byrne’s licenses were 
continued, and the suspension of Wilmer Ward’s 
license was also continued. 



BOWIE. Mil.. April 10. — Overcast skies and cooler 
weather had slight effect oil tiie attendance at the 
Bowie track, which continues to he large and with- 
out any signs of diminishing. Today's card lacked a 
nominal feature. Jack I^eary, handsome and a 
typical sou of Jack Atkin, heavily siipimrted. scored 
easily in tiie first. Ris|s>mle disapiminted in the 
second and seems to have lost the good form lie 
displayed at Jefferson Park. Murphy, a bad porst 
actor, showed high sliced in tiie third and won by 
a neck. The result might have been reversed had 
Metcalf, on Louise V., elected to take the inside 
course at tiie home turn. Murphy, hard ridden by 
Rice, bore out in the final eighth, carrying the 
Carman filly with him. She would have won in 
a few more strides. The first runup of tiie meeting 
came when (1. W. Forman advanced Murphy to 
$1,505. He was protected at Ibis figure. Genevieve 
B. and Oliert repented their success of Tuesday. Tiie 
victory was immensely iKipular, as Genevieve B. was 
heavily backed. 

Candidate II. was tiie best of an ordinary band 
in the fifth. Fairly, which finished second, might 
have won witli a stronger ride.

Artistic printers erased some and substituted other 
figures on the miituel tickets of the seventh race 
on Tuesday, which were paid when presented tiie 
next morning to a total of several hundred dollars.

— B. J. Brannon's 
crack three-year-old gelding Colonel Livingston is 
getting on remarkably well since lie was fired about 
two weeks ago, and liis owner believes lie will be 
able to return him to training by tiie time the 
Churchill Downs meeting opens, and hopes to have 
him ready to race at the Latonia meeting. 

C. Bruce Head, who. in partnership with J. Oliver 
Keene, owns the Waldeck Stable, was a visitor to 
Churchill Downs yesterday morning, having just 
returned from a business trip to St. Louis. 

"Tex” Foreman is well satisfied with the manner 
in which his Derby eligible, Iwiniwin, is goiiig along 
in his trainfng. Yesterday at Douglas Park the 
California-bred eolt worked an easy five-eighths in 
a fraction less than 1:05 over a muddy track. Tiie 
colt runs with an even stride, and appears like one 
that could pack weight and run fast anil far.

Van Meter; Sherman Wostenliolni. who is attached 
to the stable of W. F. Knelielkanip; Walter Lilley, 
who will ride for J. L. Paul; Jack Hanover, under 
engagement to ride for John W. Schorr; Harry Luns- 
ford, who will pilot the horses of Edward I?. 
McLean; L. Canfield, who will ride under the tute- 
lage of Jim Everman, and Claude Hunt, who will try 
to stage a comeback this spring. He will do mos’t 
of tiie riding for tiie stable of Joe Umensetter. 

Jockey Bryant Ott, who was formerly attached 
to the stable of George J. Ixing, and who has been 
with the American forces in France for some time, 
is due to return to Louisville in a few weeks, when 
he will again be employed by tiie Long stable. 

Kildare Boy, which proved such a good bread- 
winner at New Orleans for his owner, W. F. 
Knebelkamp. pulled up lame after being galloped 
yesterday at the Downs, and an examination dis- 
closed the fact that the horse was being bothered 
witli the ailment to his right front knee that put 
him on the shelf early last year. Tiie ailment, 
however, is not of a serious nature, and it is be- 
lieved he will soon overcome it. 

Minnie K., a four-year-old Transvaal mare, has 
been shipiied to John Wiggins’ Military Stock Farm 
to be bred to one of Mr. Wiggins’ stallions. The 
mare’s retirement from racing was due to tiie fact 
that she would not stand up under active training.

The 
racing, however, was interesting and enjoyed by a 
good attendance. The purse for two-year-olds at 
three ami one-lmlf furlongs was of $800 value. It 
brought to the nnsf some highly regarded ones and 
was won by J. W. McClelland’s first time starter 
Phantom Fair, a daughter of Peter Quince — Bellita, 
with H. P. Whitney’s Furbelow in second place 
and Benecia third. The winner was lucky in es- 
caping a jam that came soon after the start and in 
which Frivolity, tiie stoutly backed favorite, was 
the chief sufferer when she lost her rider. 

After many efforts, Archie Alexander finally 
succeeded in landing a purse when lie took the 
opener, in which he was mneii tiie best, for lie 
led by a wide margin for tiie entire distance. 

The Texans again cut loose a good tiling, this 
time Myrtle A. serving as the medium. Tills 
daughter of Wax Taper — Boll Weevil showed a 
high order of speed from tiie start and spread- 
eagled tiie others, winnings as her diminutive rider 
pleased, with Sybil and Paul Connelly fighting it 
out hard for second place. 

Dnrward Roberts repeated his winning perform- 
ance of several days ago and outstayed Flash of 
Steel in the fourth race, with Sir William Johnson 
just managing to get up in the last stride to beat 
High Horse foe third place. 

Probably the worst field ever gotten together 
here made the contest in the fiftli race and Ex- 
aminer proved best, winning with ease from Brando 
and Lady Leona. 

The final race went to Saadi in a spectacular fin- 
ish with Sunflash and Ben Levy. The winner was 
liackel in confident fashion and the layers were 
hit hard by liis victory. 

EASTERN SHIPMENTS SUNDAY.

Jockey Stalker will 
accompany the consignment. 

Jockey McIntyre was badly shaken up by liis 
fall on Frivolity and lmd to cancel liis engage- 
ments for the remainder of the afternoon. 

The horses of S. A. Clopton were shipped to 
Havre de Grace this afternoon, the owner also 
going east at the same time. 

There will lie a further depletion of the jockeys’ 
colony tomorrow and Saturday. Jockeys N. Bar- 
rett and M. Rowan leave tomorrow, the former for 
I/exiiigton ami tiie latter for Havre de Grace. 
On Saturday jockey I). Connelly goes to Lexing- 
ton, where lie will ride this spring for Mose 
Goldblatt. He will lie used exclusively on tin; 
llarry Payne Whitney two-year-olds, while ('. 
Robinson will also ride for Goldblatt wiien liis serv- 
ices are available.

Schorr believes that this would 
be the best, plan, and unless he changes his arrange- 
ments Uncle White, the stable’s Kentucky Derby 
eligible, will not be given a race until his Derby 
engagement. 

Local horsemen have been commenting favorably 
on the superb appearance of the veteran Leochnres. 
which recently reached here with the other mem tier.: 
of the McLean stable. They believe that the aged 
son of Broomstick and Iicayonara looks lietler than 
lie did several years ago. when lie was winning 
many races in the colors of John W. Schorr, and 
they aver that, if lie continues to train soundly that 
the gelding will prove to la- one of the best sprinters 
in the handicap division this spring. During liis 
seven years of racing activity Leocharos lias started 
in 139 races, of which he lias won fifty, lias been 
second thirty-four times, third twenty times and 
unplaced on thirty-five occasions, truly a most 
creditable record. His total earnings amount to the 
neat sum of $48,436. His winning races include 
numerous victories in stake races.

easily won the Great Ehor Handicap at York in 
1873 by a length from Mr. Marshall's Shannon, 
five years, 117 pounds (G. Fordham). I think with- 
out doubt the best -two-year-old filly I ever saw 
run was Signorina. which won all the nine races 
she contested in 1S89. and after St. Simon's daughter 
had secured the Middle Park Plate in really wonder- 
ful style. Matt Dawson, who had trained her. re- 
marked to me, ‘She is the best I have seen since 
her sire.’ 

SOME OTHER GREAT RACING MARES. * 

“Signorina was twice second its a tliree-year-old. 
Memoir heating her by Three-quarters of a length 
for the Oaks, and also twice second the following 
season. The hard-worked Lilian, 1 may add, was 
a bad brood mare, and this applies to Thebais also, 
the ten races site ran at seven years old seeming 
to have quite taken all the vitality out of her. 
Severe tests on their endurance do not, however, 
appear to have hurt, those old-time excellent per- 
formers Alice Hawtliorrie and Beeswing, as the 
former threw that good Derby winner Thnrmanby 
when nineteen years old. and at the age of fifteen 
Beeswing produced to Touchstone the blood-like 
but rather delicate Newminster, winner of the St. 
Jjcger, and a notable stallion. However, another 
mare long in training did little at the stud. I al- 
lude t;> Kleur-de-Lis. She did not start as a two- 
year-old, and raced as Sir M. Ridley’s until 1827. 
when George IV. purchased her.’ A fine stayer, she 
won many races, hut perhaps chiefly owes her fame 
to performances at Goodwood, where as Delme Rad- 
eliffe’s, wlto then managed the king’s horses, the 
mare secured the Goodwood Cup of 1829. Carrying 
129 i«.iunds and ridden, by Jim Robinson, she upset 
the odds of »> to 4 laid on the Derby winner. Mr. 
Gully’s llaineluks, five years, 127 pounds, with four 
Olliers behind them. George IV., having ended his 
tempestuous life on -Time 26, 1830, Fleur-de-Lis, 

which had not previously started that season, again 
came out for the Goodwood Cup as the property of 
William IV,, this , being on Wednesday, August 11. 
Our sailor king bad three in the race, and decided 
to start the whole ‘fleet,’ as he himself put it. 
with the result that Fleur-de-Lis, aged. 135 pounds 
(G. Nelson), won from His Majesty’s slightly more 
fancied Zinganec, five years, 13<’> pounds (J. Day), 
with His Majesty’s The Colonel, five years (Paris), 
third, anil tie- Duke of Richmond's much -fancied 
four-year-old Hindoo the last of the nine starters. 
Fleur-de-Lis. when favorite for the Doncaster Cup. 
cut up badly in the race won by Lord Melbourne's 
Retriever, and only once after this did she appear 
tt|N)n a race course, viz., for the Goodwood Cup of 
1831. Caryiug 137 pounds, she had Priam, four 
years. 131 iMuinds, and Variation, four years. 137 
pounds, opposing her, they lieing the respective 
Derby and Daks winners of 1830. With the betting 
close between the king's mare and Priam, the 
gambling was tremendous, but a fractional favorite. 
ls>rd Chesterfield’s celebrated horse, in the hands 
of Conoli.v. proved too much for Bourbon's daughter, 
which in 1X37 was purchased by Mr. Lupin for 
$2,860 and taken to France.”
